‘A decision was made by Judge Lockwoop, 
at the Jate term of the Macoupin cirenit court, 
which, if sustained, will have an important 
bearing upon the collection of debts in this 
State. Ata previous term, a judgment had 
been obtained upon a cause of action accru~ 
ing prior to May 1, 1841, under the act “regus 
lating the sale of property,” commonly called 
the “valuation Jaw,” which took effect on that 
day, the defendants tendered real estate, in 
satisfaction of the execution. No levy how- 
ever wos made. The plaintiff brought euit in 
‘an acfion of debt upon the judgment in order 
to take the case out of the operation of the 
valuation Jaw. The decluration was demur~ 
red to, on the ground that the cause of ac- 
tion was the same asin the former suit, and 
that another suit for the recovery of the same 
money could not be brought. ‘The court over- 
ruled the demurrer, and in substance decided 
that a plaintiff might bring suit on a former 
judgment; that such judgment constituted o 
new and sufficient cause of action, and that a 
recovery in such second suit, would toke the 
case out of the operation of the valuation 
law, and place it vpon the same footing with 
debis contracted since May 1, 1841. 

If such be the case, plaintiffs can at pleas- 


ure defeat the evident intention of the law, 


besides vexing their debtors with a multipli- 
city of costs.

The U.S. District Court, which had been 
in session for several days for hearing appli~ 
cations in Bankruptcy, adjourned on Wed- 
nesday morning last. Nearly 300 final cis 
charges were granted. The court sits agnin 
in this city for the hearing of applications on 
the 14th of November next, It will probably 
continue in session until the first of Jannary. 
All applications for final hearing, which have 
been set for the Inte, or any previous term, 
but were not ready for hearing, were contin- 
ved to December 5th, ot this place. The 
court will sit at Kaskaskia on the Ist of Feb- 
ruary next, and continue through the month 
All applications, which have passed to the 
primary decree at this term, or may be co de 
creed in time in November, are to have their 
final hearing af the February term. 

The court has ordered that all notices sent 
to creditors by mail, as preecribed in the 18th 
rule, be endorsed on the outside, “Bankrupt 
notice of A. B.a Bankrupt,” that creditors 
may be apprised of the Contents of such let- 
ters before taking them from the post offices, 
This will somewhat lessen the sacrifice of the 
creditor—but will not be likely to increase the 
revenue of the Post Office Department. 


Morus Multicalis Paper. 

It has been recently discovered by Dr. P. C. 
Spencer of Virginia, that the leaves of the 
morus multicalis is an excellent material for 
the manufacture of paper of good quality. 
Our worthy postmaster received from a friend 
and presented to us two specimens of paper 
manufactured from tbis material, One, the 
result of the first attempt, is a fine brown pa- 
per, superior to that manufactured from 
woolen rags, and used for wrapping paper. 
The other, a specimen of further improve- 
ment, is more firm and nearly as white as 
paper manufactured from cotion rags. Far 
greater improvements are anticipated. We 
should not be surprised if rags, like rag mo- 
ney, should shortly bethrown aside as worth= 
less, and the much abused morus multicaul 
should flourish in all parts our country. 


The Protective Tariff. 

The prospect for two dollars a day and 
roast beef seems to get darker. ‘The price of 
the products of the farmer still continues to 
decline, ‘Pho protective, the prohibitory ta- 
riff, may enrich a few owners of manufactur 
ing establishments, but it 1s becoming more 
obvious every day that the commercial and 
agricultural iuterests must suffer mostserions~ 
ly. When the great agricultural interest, the 
basis of prosperity in this country, is suffered 
to dwindle it is idle to talk about better times. 
When the farmer thrives, and only then, are 
we blessed with good times. ‘The protective 
tariff, which was to open such a splendid 
home market for our produce, is rapidly cut 
ting off our forcign trade, destroying our com- 
merce and scriously affecting owr agricultu- 
ral interests, ‘The eastern papers that sent 
forth a shout at the passage of the tariff begin 
to shrink from the monster like the Trojans 
at the wooden horse. Already they have 
been convinced that the duties have been rnis- 
ed tod high—that it has completely paralysed 
commerce. The New York Herald, of the

Would 
it not be well for our Judge to adopt this 
ystem, ond “let the printing be put up to 
lowest bidder, to be paid for in such funds” 
as the unfortunate bankrupts possess, as 
has been suggested by our liberal-hearted 
neighbour? We think it cruel to exact such 
heavy fees fom unfortunate bankrupls for the 
benefit of an OFFICE HOLDER.

Duty of the Democracy. 

Can there be uny doubt as to the duty of 
the democratic party in our Legislnture?— 
Shall they advance or go backwards? Asa 
meastire of mere policy, party policy if you 

ease, shall they fallerin applying the kuife 
frefurm? ‘These questions ought to receive 
the attention of every true democrat in the 
Stat ‘That there is occasion to address 
them (o the democraiie party. is itself cause 
of alarm to the vigilant advocates of free 
principles. After the memorable defeat of 

the democratic party in ffe hutumu of 1840 
there was no diversity of opinion as to the 
course to be pursucd, Without consultation 
and without interchange of opinion, perfect 
unanimity appeared tw pervade every quar 
ter of the Union, From every point came 
the strong and pressing injunctions of the 
wise nnd sagacious men of our party to fall 
bark upen the State legislatures and reform 
in their vicious legislation. ‘They saw it was 
useless to strive to build a superstructure 
where rank rottenness existed in the founda- 
tions. This was the spontaneous yoice of| 
reason andcommon sense. It was agreed on 
all hands that the abuses aod corruptions o1 
the banks, the paper money system, corpora- 
lions and theirinfluences had produced the 
overthrow of the democracy. It was agreed 
100, that these must be reformed and oxtirpa- 
ted before the democratic principles could be 
securely and firmly estabiished'in tho ascen- 
dency in either our general or state govern- 
ments. ‘The people wore urged to this duty 
by the ablest pens in our ranks, Examine 
the democratic papers of that day, and not 
one whisper of dissent can be found. Such 
a complete agreement of sentiment, arising 
from the instinctive promptings of human sa- 
gacily, we daro say, never before was exhib- 
ied. Ithad its natural effect and the people 
declared that the banking system, the cor- 
poration system and the whole system of par- 
lial legislation should be probed and amended,

From the Pennsylvavinn 
Henry Clay’s Last Letter. 

The Inquirer contains a letter from Henry 
Clay, dated Ashland, September 13, 1842, ad 

ressed to Mr. Jncob Stratton of this city, i 
answer toa letter from the latter, inquiring 08 
to Mr. Clay's principles 

From this letter, it would appear that Henry 
Clay has grown wary, and deems. it best to 
to have his opinions (at least on some points) 
wrapped in such ambiguity that his cause may 
be advocated by persons of opposite senti~ 
ments, on the supposion thot he coincides 
With them respectively in opinion; and so that, 
in case of his election, those who are disap 
Pointed in his policy cannot charge him with 
violating express pledges, In short, he is (ns 
faras he can be, under the circumstances in 
Which he is placed) non-committal. 

His first opinion is, that we ought to have 
“a sound currency, regulated by the will and 
authority of the nation.” This may mean 
snyting or nothing, in reference to the cot 
ests of the day. Every man in the country 
is probably in favor of all that is explicitly 
Proposed in the above sentence. The bank 
ond the antisbank men—those who are for a 
sub-treasury, and those against it—the friends 
of “the fiscal agen,” and its opponents, all 
agree that we ought to have “a sound curren- 
cy,” ond that it should be regulated, to a grea~ 
ter or less extent, by the will and authority of 
the nation: In ‘the constitutional provision 
for stamping coin and regulating its value, 
the power and authority of the nation is called 
in, to establish and regulate a sound currene: 
and the carrying out uf this power is, in 
the opinion of some, nll that is necessary to 
accomplish what is proposed in the words 
used by Mr. Clay. 

Ihe meant to be understood as being for a 
national bank, it would have been mure ex- 
plicit and becoming in, him to have said so, 
distinctly; and if, on the other hand, hethought 
(hat a suitable regulation of the currency 
could be effected without such a bank, it would 
have been more frank, and would have ap~ 
peored better for him to have expressly de- 
elnred that opinion. 

His second point is, that we ought to have 
“gn adeyuaterrevenue, with a fair protection to 
American industry.” ‘This is another truism, 
(ho promulgation of which amounts to noth- 
ing. It affords no evidence of the writer's 
real opinions, at the present time, on the sub- 
ject of atari. He is first for “an adequate 
revenue” So is every mon in the United 
States; but whether an adequate revenue is 
fifteen millions or thirty-two, according to the 
estimate of the Whig Secretary of the Treas- 
ury,he does notinform us. He is fora “fair 
pratection to American industry.” So i3 ev 
erybody else. ‘There is not a hullifier in the 
Union but who will avow that he isin favor 
of a fair protection of American. industry; 
there is pot an ultrictionist- but who will ns- 
sert the same thing in the same words; and 
yet they are as wide asunder in their viewsas 
ihe poles, This ambiguity will enable Mr. 
Clay’s partisans to electionecr for him with 
everybody. To the high restrictionist, they 
can say, “Is nota very high tariff fair protec- 
tion to American indusiry?” Gf course the 
answer will be, yes: aud the ceply, that this is 
the protection that Mr. Clay has avowed bim 
self favorable to. ‘To the moderate restric- 
lionist, and the free-trade man, they con put 
the some question, and must of course receive 
the same answer from each; and con then 
build the same argument in favor of Henry 
Clay upou that answer. The truth js, that Mr. 
Clay, in this letter, has altogether evaded the 
tariff question, and, in doing so, has continued 
the policy which led him to quit Congress 
shortly before the tariff bill was brought up; 
and he has thus countenanced the system al- 
ready put in practice by his friends, of re= 
presenting him as one thing in one place, and 
as another thing in another place. 

His next position is in favor of “just res- 
traints on executive power, embracing a 
further restriction in the exercise of the voto.” 
Everybody js in favor of what ench-one calls 
a just restriction of the executive power. The 
Inticr part of the sentence, however, has a Jit- 
tle more meaning; but what bis precise view 
is, we are ant told. 

He then declares that he is for “a faithful 
admivistration of the public domain, with an 
equitable distribution of the proceeds of the 
sales of itamong the States.” Well, every 
‘one is professedly in favor of a faithful aémin- 
istration of the public domain, As to the d 
tribution, we are not told what is equitable, or 
whether the most equitable distribution would 
not be found in its disbursement by the Na- 
ional Government, for the common expenses 
of the whole country, [vis but fair, however, 
tosay that we believe Mr. Clay intended to be 
understood as favoring his old hobby, called 
the land distribution bill. He thinks it safe to 
ride that, We think, however, that he will 
find himself mistaken, as he basin most of his 
political calculations. 

He next proclaims that he is for “an honest 
and economical administration of the General 
Government, leaving public officers perfect 
freedom of thought and of the right of suf- 
frage, but with suitable restraints ogainst im- 
proper Interference in elections.” 

The Delphian Oracle was never more am- 
biguous than this. All the kings and nobles 
of Europe profess, like Mr. Clay, to bo for ‘an 
honest and economical administration.” But 
their views of what is honest and what is 
economical, like Mr. Clay’s are aptto differ 
from those of the tax-payers at large. His 
eal for economy, during the long time he sat 
in Congress, and up to the present year, was 
never sufficient to induce him to bring forward 
and support any measure of efficient retrench- 
ment: it was never sufficient to prevent him 
from voting to imerease the expenses of the 
Government, rather than to diminish them. 
He made no war upon the expenditure, by the 
Whig administration, of some mitlions a year 
more than was expended by their predecssors. 

He would leave to public officers “perfect 
freedom of tHovGHT.” Wonderful indeed! 
Dionysivs of Syracuse never objected to all 
his subjects enjoying freedom of thought, pro- 
vided they did not bring their thoughts forth 
in speech It is very gracious 
to permit that which itis impossible for the 
greatest tyrant that ever existed to prevent. 
Tf Mr. Clay meant no more than this, then he 
gravely undertook to amuse grown ehildren 
with the grant of a boon which no human 
power can withhold. Does he mean by “free- 
dom of Uhonght,” freedom in the expreession 
of political opinions, at nll tines aud places? 
Ifso, he is a poor master of language, and his 
letter is more faulty in composition than any 
of General Jac so much criticised by 
the Whigs. Ii he means perfect freedom in 
political action, so far as talking, writing, 
speaking, and voting go, then he condemns the 
ground Which has been assumed by the Whigs 
as the excuse for turning the Democrats out 
of office, ufter they professed hostility to 
political proscription. It he means that of- 
ficers may exercise some freedom of speech 
and of political action, but not too much; then 
he should say how much they may use. He 
leaves it entirely to the discretion of the Ex~ 
ecutive to determine whether they have exer- 
eised too much or not. If we havea Whig 
Executive, he will probably think that the 
Democrats in office take too much liberty, and 
that the Whigs do not; and ho being the sole 
jndge, the Democrats, of course, will be dis- 
placed, and the Whigs retained. 

He would have “suitable restraints against 
improper interference in elections.” So would 
every man, But Mr, Clay dues not deign to 
tell us, what, in(his opinion, is a proper and 
what an improper interference. We have o 
right to presume, from the policy pursued and 
sanctioned by him and his friends, that the 
question of propriety ond impropriety, with 
them, depends very much on wheither the 
person interfering is a Democrat or a Whig. 
Lastly, he is for limiting the Presidential 
office to a single term, It suits him and his 
party to harp on this string, at the present 


momont; hut he did not sustain this: Measure 
when Jolin Q. Adams ran for the second term, 
nor when Gelleral Jackson proposed the re 
Iriction. If there is any sincerity in his porty 
on this point, why do they not conform to 
their Uheory, where they have the power? 
Why do. they not, in Massachusetts, limit 
“honest Jolin Davis” ton single (erm?) Why 
not, in Vermont, limit “honest” Governor 
Paine ton single term? Why not, ia Ohio, | 
limit “honest Tom Corwin to one teres? 

Upon the whole, Mr. Clay's explanition of 
his principles only serves to render darker that 
which was gradually becoming dark before, 
While the Whigs ore Inmenting the conse 
quetices of the non-committal policy as to Mr. 
‘Tyler, they are tolerating a repetition of it by 
Mr, Clay.

At 10 g'elock this morning, John C. Colt, 
convicted of the murder of Samuel Adains, 
in September, 1841, was brought into court, 
for the purpose of being placed at the bar to 
receive his sentence. 
He appeared somewhat more pale than for- 
merly; his eye, however, was vivid, and his 
mannerand demesnor perfectly calm and col- 
lected. He was conducted to u seat near the 
stove, and until the court had formed, sat with 
his hack towards those persons who had ass 
sembled, anxiously awaiting the awful man- 
date of the judge. He was attended by his 
counsel, Jolin A. Morrill, Esq. His brother 
was alsa in court, with both of whom he o 
casionally was in earnest conversation; at in 
tervals, however, he took up a newspaper, and 
seemed engrossed by the matter {hercin con- 
ned—and that, alone, occupied his atten- 
tion 
The court having been formed, and the 
Judge taken his seat, the clerk was desired to 
call Justice William’ Wiley up for sentence. 
Judge Kent remarked thot Mr. Wiley had 
been convicted of receiving stolen goods. The 
statute points to four different grades of pun- 
ishment for the offence; and that, after his 
conviction, the court had. fora length of time, 
felt disposed to inflict the highest penalty, be- 
ing shocked at finding an officer of high trust, 
and moreover that officer a judge, discovered 
in league with felons. Facts, however, lately 
have been presented, which have induced the 
court to mitigate the sentence; and, in nddi~ 
tion to which, they bad ta ra 
tion that Mr. Wiley had. been in confinement 
already for alength of time, ond suffered the 
disgrace of being stripped of his mnagisteriat 
robes. 
‘The court, therefore adjudged him to pay a 
fine of $250, and to be confined in the county 
jail for the term of six months. 

His honor Judge Kent then desired John C. 
Colt to be placed at the bar for sentence. 

Henry Vandervoort, the clerk, then an- 
nounced to him the intention of the cour 
and asked him, in the usual form, why judg- 
ment should not be pronounced. 

Upon which Colt handed a paper to the 
court explanatory of his reasone. 

Judge Kent asked if it was the wish of the 
prisoner that it should be read sloud; he aim 
swered in the affirmative, and it was read by 
the Judge. 

THiS document was mainly a strong feeling 
against the integrity and uprightness of that 
jury who had pronounced a verdict of guilty 

gainst him; it proof of which, he asserted 
that one of those jurors had suid that he (Colt) 
ought to be hung first, and tried afterwards, 
Tt also stated that the case would be carried 
up to the highest tribunal (namely, the Court 
of Errors;) and although it was imperative on 
the court to pase sentence, he trusted that his 
Nonor the Judge would spare his feelings, and 
make as few comments as possible, and dis- 
pense with many of the forms generally used 
3] on occasions of this mournful character. 

‘The court, in reply, stoted it was not their 
desire to wound the feclings of the prisoner, 
further than to go through such forms as the 
Jaw required; but, at the same time, it was due 
to that jury who had passed on his case, to 
say that they were an honest, upright and 
good setof men. and ought not to be traduced. 
On the contrary they were entitled to the 
highest praise for their calm, passive, and 
konest inquiry into the merits of this’ cas 
and that the allegations set forth in the prison- 
ers explanation, or reasons for arrest of sens 
tence, were ill-founded, 98 far as the jurors 
were concerned. The court-repelled those 
charges with indignation. ‘he court, how- 
ever, Would not distress the feelings of the 
prisoner more, or prolong the melancholy 
doty the court were called upon to perform, 
and would close the scene with but a few re~ 
marks. Itwasa matter of deep regeet that a 
man of education(as the prisoner undoubtedly 
was) should have shown such a total insensi 
bility to his awful situation, at the very time 
that the court were about to pronounce and 
fx the hour when his mortal career was to 
terminate. Blood wason his soul, and he had 
to make expiation to his Maker for the crime. 

Mr. Colt then rose and sinted that he did 
nat intend to cast any reflection on the integ- 
rily of the jury, but he conceived they erred 
in judgment. “He bad committed an act that 
any one in his situation would have commit 
ted. He would, if placed in the same silua- 
tion, commit a similar act: it was committed 
in self-defence. 

‘The court then briefly pronounced sentence, 
that Joho C. Colt, the prisoner, be hung by 
the neck, on the 18th day of November next, 
watil he be dead.

Men do not generally plunge at once into

And is 
there any doubt, that the thoughts which hav 
finally ripened into action in the Obio Legis 
Jature, were conceived elsewhere and at an- 
other time? Has any man—whig or demo~ 
orat—a single doubt, that this movement was 
suggested by men who have occupied a great 
‘er spnce in public view than any of those en- 
gaged in its execution? We believe that the 
most reckless and bitter of the leaders of the 
whig party, not in Ohio merely, but elsewhere, 
have been endeavoring, since the first prosira- 
Aion of their principles by the American pco- 
ple, to devise some mcans by which the gov- 
ernment could be destroyed, in the event of 
‘their own final and complete overthrow—some 
vulnerable point in the apparently impregna- 
ble edifice which was 10 be assailed so soon 
as the people should proclaim, in avoice not 
to be mistaken, that these men should never 
rule over them. 

If any man doubts this, let him take a view 
of the working of the spirit of federalism 
since the existence of this government. Since 
these States were an independent nation, that 
‘spirit has been at war with the priaciples up- 
on which our institutions are founded. -It 
first ought, in the formation of the constitu 
tion, to plant the seeds of munarchy; and, 
failing there, it has, in legislating under that 
instrument, endeavored to warp its provisions, 
and engraft upon it a system whieh would do, 
indirectly, what they were not able to do di- 
rectly, Unceasingly has it worked; and 
though it has been, time and again, overthrown 
at the ballot boxes, yet has it ag often raised 
its head, in some other shape, but ane equally, 
deformed, fighting with vigilance and perse- 
verance worthy of a better cause, never able 
to oblain an entire ascendency in the state and 
ustional councils, yet never completely pros- 
trated and broken down, It has assumed 
every guise, and resorted to every fraud to 
deceive the people; and men of integrity and 
correct principles have been seduced into its 
ranks, and itz advocutes have, at times, parti- 
ally succeeded in their schemes, by presenting 
false issues, and by misrepresenting the prin 
ciples of their opponents, and concealing their 
‘own; but so long as the calm and sober judgs 
ment of the people was permitted to act, a 
farge majority was found on the side of truth, 
and these enemies of equal rights were unable 
to inflict any permanent wound on the inter- 
ests of the nation. 

Thus did matters continue, until finally a 
train of accidental causes opened up a dawn 
of hope to the almost expiring spirit of (eder- 
alism, and once more its energies were awak 
ened and concentrated in an effort to secure 
power; and itis wonecessary to mention here 
the means that were resorted to, to obtain that 
end. We need not refer to the newspapers of 
that period for a knowledge of those proceed 
ings. The disgusting scenes which preceded 
the Presidential election in 1840, are fresh in 
the memory of all; and [now ask the honest 
members of the whig party to answer me, 
and say whether, in the management of the 
leaders of that party during that canyp: 
there was any evidence of the existence 
such a spirit as was manifested in the resigna- 
tion of the whig members? Will any honest 
man, even of the origisal whig party, say, 
that those men did not then show #& determin- 
ation to break up the very foundations of order 
and carry over this country a whirlwind, pro~ 
ducing a moral desolation wherever it tuuch- 
ed, rather than be defeated in this last grand 
effort tu obtain what they sought?

measures which the people had long before 
condemned in the most decided terms. Asa 
certain natural consequence, the people, after 
lime for reflection, left their deceivers; aud at 
each successive election since the accession of 
the whigs to power, the ballot boxes have 
given increased evidence of the reaction in 
the public mind; and these men, knowing that 
they succeeded by fraud in 1840, now feel that 
the signs of the times point with unerring cer- 
tainty to the defeat of Henry Clay in 1844. 
They know that their party, like a sponge

And that 
is the duty of every man who rightly values 
the rich legacy bequeathed us by our fathers? 
Fellow citizens, look calmly at this question, 
regardless of the eneers af those who tell you 
that this is not revolution. Tt may be made 
light of by those who promoted it, and they 
may sneer at those who denounce the act; but 
it ds a great question—itis an occasion preg~ 
nant with the most fatal consequences, if the 
lorrent of evil is not checked by the strong 
arm of the people; and every man should con- 
sider himself insulted who’ is told that this 
movement is a light matter, and hold, as an 
enemy to his country, every. stumper who 
tries to Jull him to sleep by treating the subject 
with ridicule. Does not your own common 
sense teach you that this act, taking place in 
all the ejreumstances that surround it, and 
bearing the camplexion it docs, is one step to 
wards universal anarchy? ‘Those men who, 
in public, deride such an idea, know that it is 
+o. ‘Phe man who endeavors to draw the at- 
tention of the people from the importance of 
this question, and urn the affair into a jest, by 
making grimaces over it, may be learned, may 
be talented, may be eloquent, but he is a Anave, 
and deserves tle scorn and indignation of all 
honest men, 

Again I say, pause, and Jnok calmly at the 
present condition of things. Itis contended, 
by those who wish to sce our experiment fail, 
that, from the freedom of individual action in 
this country, and the absence of astrong, cen 
tral, controlling influence, to hold securely to- 
gether the various materials which compose 
the system, the fabric. must inevitably crum-

It shows that the circulation of our banks 
only exceed their specie by $154,577, 

Tiree banks—the Louisiana, Louisiana 
State, and Mechanics’ have more speci than 
the amount of their notes jn circulation. 

One Bank, the Union, bas [a small sum 
excepted] an equal amount of specie and cir~ 
culation. 

‘Three Banks, the.Carrollton, the City and 
Commercial, have more than $1 in specie, 
for every $2 jn circulation. 

‘And only one of the other three have been 
found without specie sufficient to meet the 
exigencies of tie laws, calling for $1 in spes 
cje for $3 in paper circulation. 
| Within the last two months the specie in 
the vaults of the Banks has been increased 
by the sum of $609,724 26, and their cash 
liabilities diminished $210,009, 

The special, or specie deposits, in the sus- 
pended Banks now amount to $334,799. In 
July, they were but $332,182, 
The special specie deposits in the suspen~ 
ded Banks, and the specie in the Bank not 
suspended, amounts altogether to $953,000, 

Cinizens Baxk.—We were informed yes- 
terday that the Attorney General has ob 
tnined an injunction against this Bank, for- 
bidding the issue of any more of the notes of 
the institution.
